Farmers here who have stocks of 
home-grown seeds that they antici­ 
pate using for planting, next spring, 
may have samples promptly tested by 
the Bureau of Plant Industry of the 
Pennsylvania of Agriculture, at this 
time. 
The laboratories of the department 
have completed the work for the large 
seed houses of the state and with this 
rush over, samples submitted by in­ 
dividuals will receive prompt atten­ 
tion. 
It is estimated that the loss from 
the use 
of poor seeds 
amounts to 
hundreds of dollars in Pennsylvania, 
each year. 
Under the law, the De­ 
partment of Agriculture tests samples 
of seeds for purity and germination 
and for this w’ork a nominal charge of 
25 cents is made for each sample. 
The commercial seed houses of the 
state 
have been 
alert 
to the 
ad­ 
vantages of 
this service 
and prac­ 
tically 
all of the 
more 
important 
houses 
have their entire stock 
of 
seeds 
tested. 
However, there 
are 
many farmers who grow their own 
seeds or who purchase them from their 
neighbors and do not take the trouble 
to ascertain just what they are plant­ 
ing.
